THE WaR SITUATION 


Tokio. November 27,—The Imperial 

headquarters have just issued the 
following announcement: ‘ The 
works for our attack having been 
nearl. completed against Sungshu 
mountain Port Artbur and the for- 
ces lying to the eastward therefroza, 
a general assault was made 9n tne 
ifternoon of November 26. but ow- 

ing to the enemy’s stubborn resis- 
tance our object! has not yet pbevn 
accemplished, and the fighting stall 
continues. 

Tokio, November 27.—The Mar- 
-eburian Headquirters, reporting to- 
day says: ‘From the night of Nov- 
ember 25 until the morning of Nor- 
ember 26, 2 body of the enemy’s cav- 
alrv attacked our trooys in the vi- 
cinity of Sintung-tung and Chay- 
tiox, but the attack was completely 
repulsed by us.” The ecnemy’s 2iriil- 
lerv. posted to the east of the ‘Ta 
mountain vigorously shelled (‘the vi- 
cinits of Manchuenthz and Kuchia- 
tzu from two o'clock in the fore- 
noor of November 26, but we suffer- 
ed nc damage. 

Londgn November 28.—The Pauly 
Telegraph’s special Chefco corres- 
pondent hears that many of Admiral 
Togo’s vessels are being docked aad 
repaired in preparation for eventy- 
alities. The morning special alsa 
gives a rumor that the Japanese as- 
sault on Port Arthur has been re- 
pulsed witk heavy oss. 

St Petersburg, November 27.—Ge- 
nera! Kuropatkin telegraphs a de- 


seription of a Japanese attack) on 


Ncevember 24 against a Russian‘ 


detachment near Yenlsienten on 
the front of the Je{t flink. The fight- 
ing. General Kuropatkin says, was 
fierce almost amounting to a bay- 
opet engagement, but the enemy 
were everywhere repulsed, and suf- 
fered severely. The attack was 1c- 
newed the following morning, the 
Japanese having been reinforced jut 
again were repulsed and at four 
o’clack in the afternoon a blizzard 
and fog greatly hindered artillery 
fire, The Japanese continued to ad- 
vaneed under cover of the fog, but 
our forces held their positions and 
the firing subsequently slackened. 
The Russian losses were nine killed 
and fifty-seven wounded. 

Cn November 26 the Japanese re- 
sumed the offensive and endeavored 
to envelop our left flank whilst 
advancing against our centre. 7 
have received no later reports. Ge- 
wera! Kuropatkin also describes the 
bayonetting of twenty Japanese be- 
longing to a patrol during a recon. 
noitering on the night of November 
25. 

London, November 28.— The yro- 
gress of the Russian second Pacifir 
squadron excites daily “rowing in- 
terest A Japanese correspondent of 
the Morning Post discussing yossible 
preparations to meet the squadron, 
suggests that Japan rely upon the 
older warships to maintain the bioce 
kade of Port Arthur. In fact, the 
special asserts that they already 
are so employed and thus enable jhe 
modera vessels to overhaul at Sasa- 
do, preparatory to mectiog Admiral 
Rejestvensky. 

St. ‘Petersburg, November 27.—One 
of the most commanding and far- 
seeing statesmen of the Empice, 


whose opinion is of the highest val- 
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ue, but who deslined te yermit of | 
the use of his name, in conversattior 
with the Associated Press, to-day ex- 
pressed the opinion that nothing in 
the nature of 2 radical change in 
the existing order of things would 
result from the Zemstve congress. 
This staltexsman, it can be stated 
is a firm believer ig the princigle 
of autocracy as the best system 
of. government for the realization of 
the dreams of the Slav race of what 
he believes to be a great desting, 
the most populeus nation and the 
vastest empire of the world. He has 
himself in fact favored a liberal 
policy .and is now too practical min- 
ded not to appreciate the facters 


which threaten the osresent ra-

The Canadian Northwest 
Homestead Regulations 


Any even numbered section of De 
minion Lands in Manitoba or the 
Northwest Territories, excepting 8 
ane 26, which has not been 0me- 
steaded, or reserved to provide wood 
lots for settlers, er for other pur- 
poses, may be homesteaded upon by, 
any person who ia the sole head of # 
family, or any male over 18 years of 
age tc the extent of one quarter seo- 
tion, of 166 acres ,more or less. 

ENTRY.—Entry may he made per- 
the distriet in which the lant te be 
taken is situate, or, if the home 
steader desires, he mag, on applica- 
tion to the Minister of the Interior, 
Ottawa, the Commissioner of Immi- 
gration, Winnipeg, or the local agent 
for the district in which the land is 
situate, receive authority for some 
one to make entry for him. A fee 
of $10.00 is charged fer a homestead 
entry. 

HOMESTEAD DUTIES.—A settler 
who has been granted an entry for 
a homestead is required by the pro- 
visions of the Dominion Lands Aet 
and the amendments thereto, to per- 
form the conditions connected there- 
with, under csze of the following 
plang: 

(1) At least six months’ resideres 
upon and cultivation of the land in 
each year during the term of three 


years. 

(2) If the father (or mother, if the 
father is deceased) of any person whe 
is eligible te make a homestead entry 
under the provisions of this Act, re- 
side upon a farm in the vicinity of 
the land entered for by such person 
as a homestead, the requirements of 
this Act as to residence prior to ob- 
taining patent, may be satisfied by 
such person residing with the father 
or mother. 

(3) If a settler has obtained a pat- 
ent for his homestead, or a certifi- 
cate fer the issue of such patent, 
countersigned in the manner pree 
eribed by this Act, and has obtained 
entry for a second homestead, the 
requirements of this Act as to resi- 
denee prior to obtaining patent may 
be satisfied by residence upon the 
first homestead, if the sesond home~ 
stead is in the vicintiy of the first 
homestead. 

(4) If the settler has his p2rmanent 
residence upon farming land owned 
by him in the vicinity of his home 
stead, the requirements of this Act 
as to residence may be satisfied by 
residence upon saia (and. 

The term “vicinity used above ig 
meant to indicate the same township 
or an adjoining or cornering town- 
ship. 

A settler who avails himself of the 
provisions of Olauses 2, 3, er 4, must 
or substitnte 20 head ef stock, with 
buildings ior their accommodation, 
cultivate 30 acres of his homestead, 
and have besides 80 acres substan- 
fenced. 

The privilege of < second entry is 
restricted by law to those settlers 
oniy who completed the duties upon 
then first homesteads to entitle 
them to patent on or before the °nd 
June, 1889, 

“very homesteader who fails to 
comply with the requirements of the 
homestead law is liable to have his 
entry cancalled, and the land may be 
again thrown open for etry. 

Application for patent should be 
made at the end of three years, be- 
fore the local agent, sub-agent, or 
Homestead Inspector. Before maxing 
application for patent the settler 
must give six months’ notice in-writ- 
ing to the Commissioner of Dominion 
Lands, st Ottawa, of his intention 
to do so. 

Information.—Newly arrived immi- 
grants will receive at the Immigra- 
tion Office, in Winnipeg, cr at any 
Dominion Lands Office, in Manitoba 
or the Northwest Territories, infor- 
mation as to the lands that are open 
for entry, and from the officers ip 
charge, free cf expense, advice and ag 
sistance in securing land to suit them. 
Full information respecting the land, 
timber, coal and mineral laws, as well 
as respecting Dominion Lands in the 
Railway Belt in British Columbia, 
may be obtained upon application te 
the Secretary of the Department of 
the Interior, Ottawa, the Commis 
sioner of Immigration, Winnipeg, 
Manitoba, or to any of the Dominien 
Lands Agents in Manitoba or the 
Northwest Territories.
